Trying to Find Out What Birds Are 


the Insects' Jiniurnl Enemies, 


In his crusade against the mosquito 


the state entomologist. 1'iofcssor John 
B. Smith of Iluts~r« college, h:ib called 
upon the New Jersey iish and- game 
commission for aid in Ins, i-.ijd upon the 
"state bird,'' as the mosquito v.-as fa- 
cetiously clubbed by one of the law- 
makers last winter, says a special dis- 
patch irorn Trenton to the Philadelphia 
Ticaes. 


Professor Smith finds that it will be 


necessary to kill off for purposes of in- 
vestigation some birds that are cred- 
ited with dsstr»;.ing the mosquito or 
nre known to feed upon the insects 
The state entomologist says'ho is mak- 
ing a studj- of the natural enemies of 
the mosquito—mortal man. of course, 
not being consult red in this connection 
—which relates only lo birds winch 
make the lift- of ihc mosquito one of 
fear and diwul. The des're of Profess- 
or Smith is to ascertain the relative 
rank of the various birds as mosquito 
destroyers. So far as is known to the 
men who study the mosquito, there is 
but a comparatively small number of 
such birds. 


The entomologist scoffs the idea that 


It is Ills purpose to determine which 
birds have the greatest powers of kill- 
ing mosquitoes and to breed them in 
large numbers, sending them broad- 
cast throughout New Jersey to exter- 
minate the ''curse of the state." 


The fish and came commissioners 


are understood to be adverse to giving 
permission to kill birds in violation of 
the law, even to further the investiga- 
tion of the mosquito, and it may be 
that the despised "bird of prey" which 
flourishes in this state may be given a 
lease of life because of the clash which 
seems imminent between that commis- 
sion and the would be mosquito de- 
stroyers.

Baruegat, X. J., July 21.—The people 


who live along the shores of Barnegat 
bay are almost entm-Iy dependent for 
a livelihood upon the ojhter industry, 
Which is now luen.iced by the drum- 
fish. So grave is the danger that the 
Kew Jersey state oyster commission 
and the authorities of tue various 
towns adjacent to the bay have begun 
a systematic warfare against the de- 
stroyers that have descended ia myri- 
ads upon the ov«tfr beds, or lots, as 
they are called hereabout, devastating 
all before them. 


In recent years the oystermen of this 


section have expended many hundred 
thousand dollars <ta seed 
oysters, 


which have been planted all over tbe 
bay, 
and until now they have had a 


plentiful yield. Last year the scouts of 
the drumfish discovered that there wa* 
good feeding here, and this year they 
have come by the millions. The fish 
are from three to five feet long, anil 
each manages to get away with from 
twenty to thirty oysters at a sitting. A 
school of drums will settle down over 
a lot of, say, a hundred acres that has 
been carefully planted and reseeded 
for years. "When the school rises from 
the lot, there is not an oyster left to 
tell the tale Qf the visitation. They 
make a clean sweep. 


The average drumfish weighs from 


100 to 150 pounds. Two hundred and 
even 300 pounders are by no means un- 
usual. When they feed, they sink to 
the bottom of the bay and seek a nice 
hard bed of oysters, clams or mussels. 


The drum is a sinister and repulsive 


fish. With its horrible mouth,^ small, 
wicked looking eyes and,, the slimy, 
lead colored appearance of its head 
and shoulders it might, without any 
great stretch of the imagination, be 
taken for the fabled sea serpent which 
we are told disports itself in the bil- 
lows along the Jersey coast. 


Despite its repulsiveness and vicious 


character the flesh of the fish is good 
to eat. 


Until last year the bay where the 


oystermen have their beds had been 
comparatively 
free 
from 
drumfish. 


Last spring they began to appear in 
serious numbers. One or two big 
schools came in and apparently looked 
the place over and then went to sea 
again to tell all the other drumfish in 
creation what a good thing Barnegat 
would be for them this year. So with 
the arrival of spring and the growth of 
the young seed oyster the fish began to 
arrive in great quantities. 


The oystermen began their fight on 


the drumfish by setting gill nets simi- 
lar to those used in catching sturgeon 
around their lots. Numbers of the fish 
were caught in this manner, but where

one was captured hundreds came to 
take its place. One firm caught 175 
fish in four days, but the schools that 
settled on its lots grew to be greater 
than ever before. 


It soon became apparent that this 


method was entirely insufficient to 
stay the impending ruin. Then the 
oyster commission and the local au- 
thorities decided to try a more heroic 
remedy. The plan now is to drive the 
drumfish into a narrow channel called 
the inlet and then, after confining them 
with huge nets, to destroy them with 
dynamite. Thousands of dollars will 
be expended in this work. The labor 
will be of the most arduous and dan- 
gerous character. This operation will 
be continued until the oyster destroy- 
ers are completely scared away from 
Barnegat bay or the breed is entirely 
exterminated. It is a ficht to tbe finish 
between the oystermen and the drums, 
for should the latter continue their 
devastating work for three or four 
years there would be an end of the 
oyster business in this section. The 
public is with the oystermen in the 
fight for a selfish if for no other rea- 
son, since a considerable portion of the 
delectable bivalves which please the 


boys, get into camp tonight shortly be- 
fore 7 o'clock.

NECESSITY OF SLUMBER. 


Death by Sleeplessness a Chinese 


Punishment. 


"A person absolutely without sleep 


for nine days will die," says a writer 
in Ainslee's. "Sufferers fiom insomnia 
sometimes maintain that they have 
gone for weeks without sleeping, but it 
has been proved that they do sleep 
without being aware of it. At a cer- 
tain point sleep is inewtable, no mat- 
ter what the bodily condition, the al- 
ternative being death. Piisoners have 
slept on the rack of the inquisition. 
And the Chinese found that only the 
greatest ingenuity and -vigilance could 
carry out a sentence of death by sleep- 
lessness. This mode of capital punish- 
ment was long In favor in China and is 
said to be so today, while as a form of 
torture deprivation of sleep is consid- 
ered one of the most efficacious weap- 
ons in the Chinese judicial arsenal. 
In sott^e such cases the prisoner is 
kept in a cage too small to stand up or 
lie down in and constantly prodded 
with a sharp rod. Death by starvation, 
also a Chinese punitive method, is a 
slower process and therefore, one 
would thmk, more calculated to appeal 
to the oriental mind if it were not 
that death by sleeplessness is thought 
so much more painful. In the lat- 
ter case the brain is the first affect- 
ed of all the organs of the body, while 
in case of starvation the brain longest 
retains its normal weight and charac- 
ter. 


"A corresponding mode of taming 


wild elephants is said to be depriving 
the animals of sleep when first caught. 
In a few days they become compara 
lively spiritless and harmless. The 
brain of the elephant is held to be 
more highly developed than that of 
any other wild animal, but of course 
as compared with a human brain can 
be easily fatigued by new impressions 
and so made very dependent on sleep. 
The wild elephant in his native jungle, 
however, is said to sleep very little—a 
further point for the theory of the uni 
versal ratio of sleep to intelligence. 
A man taken out of his habitat and 
placed in conditions wbi^h he never 
could have imagined—if transport*"! 
to liars, say—would doubtless need an 
extraordinary amount of sloep at first 
There is the almost parallel case of a 
German boy, Casper Hauser, who up 
to the age of eighteen was kept in one 
room where be had no intercourse with 
human beings or sight of any natural 
object, not even the sky. At eighteen 
he was brought to Nuremberg and 
abandoned in the street For the first 
few months of his life among men he 
slept almost constantly and so soundly 
that It was very hard to wake him.'!
